Sadat dismisses Libya threat 


CAIRO. — President Anwar Sadat 
said yesterday that he was not 
■worried by threats from Libyan 
strongman CoL Mn&mm&r Gad- 
dafi. He described Egypt’s decision 
to impose martial law and estate of 
emergency along the border with 
Libya as merely a “protective 
measure.” 

The government sent parliament 
a draft hill declaring a year-long 
“state of emergency” in the desert 
area, which was the scene of a 
bloody war nearly three years ago, 
and making it off-limits to 
foreigners and non-resident Egyp- 
tians. 

Passage of the bill was assured, 
putting Egypt's armed forces in 
control of the 2 , 100 -km. frontier and 
an adjacent 78,000 sq.km, region. 

Sadat, speaking to reporters at 
Alexandria, said the Egyptian 
move "Is merely a protective 


measure” made necessary by Gad- 
dafi's announcement that be was 
"directing all Libyan troops 
against Egypt.” 

Sadat said Gaddafi's threat does 
not cause concern. “What we are 
taking are merely protective 
measures," he said. 

In July, 1077, Libya and Egypt 
fought a four-day war on the 
border. Relations have remained 
bitter and Gaddafi — a fierce oppo- 
nent of the Egypt-Xsrael peace 
agreement — Mid last week he 
would support a coup d'etat against 
Sadat. 

A senior military source said the 
state of emergency did not 
necessarily mean Cairo was putting 
its border army on higher alert. 
Martial law In Egypt was Ufted on 
May 14. but the source said the 
army needed these powers to foil 
any attempt by Gaddafi to Infiltrate 
agents or saboteurs. Keufer)

Faced with the intensifying 
political crisis over the proposed 
cuts, Premier and acting Defence 
Minister Menahem Begin yesterday 
would not let the question be dis- 
cussed in the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee, on 
the grounds that the cabinet had 
first to make decisions before the 
committee had any standing In the 
matter. He also forbade Defence 
Ministry officials from attending a 
meeting of the joint Finance- 
Foreign Affairs and Defence sub- 
committee on the cuts. 

The joint subcommittee's chair- 
man, former commerce minister 
(and chief of staff) Haim Bar-Lev, 
agreed to postpone his body's 
deliberation of the proposed cute. 
But he was sharply critical of the' 
proposals, calling the recommen- 
dations of the Sharon ad hoc com- 
mittee "charlatanism. " The 
proposal to cut 131. 5b. was “ex- 
tremely grave” and would affect 


day-to-day defence needs. 

President Vitebsk Navon said 
yesterday that It was “hard to Im- 
agine’’ that the proposal to cut 
KSlJb. from the defence budget will 
be approved. 

Navon said that the proposal was 
drastic, and that It was hard to 
believe that such a momentous deci- 
sion canid have been taken In the 
five hours that the Sharon com- 
mittee met. 

The president referred to the sub- 
ject during a tour of Ramie Prison 
yesterday. 

.Labour Party chairman Shimon 
Peres said yesterday that he is 
"disturbed" by the proposed cuts. 
Peres, who was defence minister in 
the Rabin government, said the 
defence .allocation is not a sacred 
cow, but the real question Is one of 
national priorities. Was it ap- 
propriate to spend ISSb. on settle- 
ment beyond the Green Line and at 
the same time to cut defence spen- 
ding In the face of increased Arab 
armed capacity, he asked. The 
situation on settlement and defence 
cuts proved that the real prime 
minister is Ariel Sharon, Peres add- 
ed. He was speaking on a tour of 
Galilee moshavlm. 

Former chief of staff Mordechai 
Gur yesterday sharply denounced 
the proposed budget cut and Sharon 
himself. Interviewed on Israel 
Radio, he acknowledged that he had 
agreed to a defence budget cut when 
he was chief of staff, but nothing 
like the dimensions now considered. 
He questioned Sharon's credentials 
and credibility, adding it was all the 
result of "this disastrous 
government.” 

Today's cabinet meeting will 
cover exceedingly well-trodden 
ground. The nature and scope of the 
proposed cuts have already been 
debated by the full cabinet; the 
economic cabinet, between the 
Ministries of Defence and Finance,

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MaUtefends Camp David

Post Correspondent 
CAIRO. — President Anwar Sadat 
yesterday made .his strongest 
defence of the Camp David peace 
process since the passing of the 
May 28 target date for completion 
of the autonomy talks, but said he 
did not believe there would he any 
substantial change in the near 
future. 

“By means of Camp David and 
the peace treaty between us* and 
Israel, we have established forever 
the solid basis of comprehensive 
peace. There Is no going hack," he 
told reporters after a meeting in 
Alexandria with Israel Am- 
bassador Eliahu Ben-Elissar. 


During the meeting Ben-BUssar 
gave Sadat a letter from Prime 
Minister Menahem Begin, which 
Sadat said contained Begin' s com- 
ments on certain points he had 
already discussed with the am- 
bassador. One of the points was 
believed to be the stationing of 
multi-national observers In Sinai as 
stipulated in the Camp David se- 
conds. 

Sadat was critical of King 
Hussein's attitude towards Camp 
David, saying money was one of the 
reasons why the Jordanian 
monarch had changed his mind 
about taking part <Lt the last mo- 
ment. He aroused the King of one-

Furrier fined IS3.5m„, 
jailed for tax evasion

TEL AVTV. — Fur merchant 
Ernest Weiss, who was convicted of 
tax evasion and of holding Illegal 
foreign currency accounts abroad, 
was sentenced in district court 
yesterday to two years In prison 
and a fine of I5S.5m. 

The sentence is believed to be the 
most severe penalty ever given for 
tills kind of offence. 

Weiss' owner of a workshop for 
processing fur, was charged with 
withholding 13330,000 In taxes from 
2371 to 1977. 

Weiss, whose plant was recogniz- 
ed as a certified exporter and who 
received an award for strengthen- 
ing the country's economy, was 
also charged for holding 2.3 million 
German marks in Swiss banks. 

The defendant had pleaded guilty 
to the charges and had asked the 


court to consider that he himself 
had reported the full extent of his 
evasions after 'only a small part of 
them had been discovered. 

The Tel Aviv district attorney's 
office asked the court to be severe 
with the defendant because the 
public tends to treat tax offences 
lightly. 

Weiss’ attorney told the court 
that the defendant is a Holocaust 
survivor and has a 10 per cent dis- 
ability rating as an army invalid. 

They also said that the defendant 
began as a salaried employee and 
due to his skills he had become in- 
dependent, now employing 30 sub- 
contractors. 

Judge Itamar Pflpel said that he 
had been harsh in his verdict 
because the penalties for tax 
evasions have so far failed to deter 
offenders and It Is In the public in- 
terest to create a precedent that 
will defer potential evaders.

TEL AVIV - The police still 
believe that they know who la 
■holding eight-year-old Oron Yarden 
of Savyon. although one of the main 
suspects has turned himself In and 
denies all connection with the kid- 
napping. 

In addition' to this suspect — 
publication of whose name or any 
other Identifying details has been 
forbidden by the court — police are 
also holding another 10 suspects. 
Two of them were described by 
police as prostitutes and one is only 
16 years old. 

The Tel Aviv Magistrates Court 
was crowded yesterday when four 
of the suspects were brought before 
Chief Magistrate Haim Shapira for 
a hearing on a police request to re- 
mand them in custody fro 15 days. 

Sgan-Nitzav Yoram Weiner 
claimed that Oron's kidnapping 
was planned In a Ramataylxn 
apartment where four of the 
suspects — Frieda Braunstreln, 23, 
Dalia Albaz, 37, Moahe (Sa'id) 
Halawf, 31, and Rahamim Shalom, 
37 — were arrested. The two women 
we.re said by police to be 
prostitutes. 

A hubbub broke out in court when 
Shalom stood up and took off his 
shirt to show the judge black and 
blue 'marks, as well dried blood on 
his face. He claimed that his in- 
terogators had kicked and beaten 
him during the night. 

Shapira asked Weiner for an ex- 
planation of the suspect's injuries. 
But Weiner said that Shalom had 
not been held by his men, and 
therefore -he could not answer. 

“It's a pity there are so many 
questions you can not answer,” said 
the judge, who ordered an in- 
vestigation into the suspect's com- 
plaints. 

Shapira remanded the four into 
police custody for -15 days, after the 
police showed him secret informa- ! 
tion linking the suspects to the ease. 


Iran Islamic Guard chief 
quits; hits power hlocs 


' TEHERAN. — The commander of 
the Islamic Revolutionary Guard 
resigned yesterday In protest 
against the existence of power 
groups in the paramilitary force, 
considered staunchly loyal to 
Ayatollah Khomeini. 

Abbas Agha Zamanl — -better 
known as Abu Sharif, a battlefield 
nickname — tendered his resigna- 
tion at 2 a-ra. yesterday, less than 
20 hours after he attended a 
Revolutionary Guard parade In 
front of the occupied U.S. embassy 
receiving the salute while standing 
beside President Abol ha sa an Banl- 
Sadr. who had recently appointed 
him to the post, and Khomeini'* 
- surviving son, Sayed Ahmad. 

There was no immediate ex- 
planation for the sudden resigna- 
tion. which by last night had not 
been accepted by Bani-Sadr. 

At Monday's parade. Khomeini 
told the Revolutionary Guards that 
there might he traitors in their 
ranks. He enjoined them to obey the 
orders of President Bani-Sadr who, 
he declared, was his represen- 
tative. 

- Abu Sharif was named eom- 
. mander of the guard a month ago at 
the height of fighting in the Kurdish 
arena between government, forces 


and insurgents. His appointment 
was seen as an attempt by Bani- 
Sadr to complete his control of the 
armed forces, having been given 
the charge of regular forces earlier. 

The guard, said to comrist of neaxty 
' 30,000 men underarms, emerged a* 
a paramilitary 5 after the 
Islamic takeover in February 1379. 

It Is considered the strongest 
single armed force loyal to 
Khomeini outside the army, navy, 
air force and the poUro* 

In his resignation letter. Abu 
Sharif said. “We came to build an 
army under the leadership of 
Ayatollah Khomeini, backed by 
people and God. to support the op- 
pressed of the world arid continue 
the Islamic revolution. 

“But, alas, power-seeking and 
group divisions and other present 
tendencies prevented this 
movement," he added. 

The guard troops faced sharp 
criticism after they opened fire on 
on opposition political rally last 
week. One person was killed and 
hundreds injured in the shooting, 
which the guard later explained 
was ordered, to prevent any attack 
on the U.S:. embassy close by.

The 
police claim that he is a central 
figure in the affair, and he will be 
brought to the Td Aviv Magistrates 
Court today for a remand hearing. 

The massive search for the boy, 
who was last seen on the evening of 
June 8, and for whom a ransom of 
IS200.000 was paid, continues 
throughout the country. 

The search is being conducted 
now almost entirely In vehicles, 
with most foot -patrols eliminated. 
•Police are also continuing to collect 
information on a group of known 
criminals, none of whom has been 
seen at home in the past few days. 
Those people are said to be at the 
top of the Jist of suspects. 

The Jerusalem Post has also 
learned that a few of the suspects 
now held by the police are soldiers 
who deserted over the past few 
weeks. 

According to reliable sources, the 
deserters turned themselves in to 
the military police last week. The 
police believe they did this so that 
they would not be arrested in con- 
nection with the kidnapping. 

Police auger newsmen 
covering kidnapping

Resignation threats from top brass 

IDF fighting 
budget slash 
above IS400m

The IDF is prepared to see 
IS400m. trimmed off in the 
1980/81 defence budget, but any 
decision to slice more at this 
afternoon’s cabinet meeting 
could lead to resignations in the 
army’s top echelons. 

At today’s cabinet session, 
scheduled for 5 p.m.. Chief of Staff 
Rafael El tan; the director-general 
of the Defence Ministry, Yosef 
Ma’ayan: and their aides will out- 
line the operational and longterm 
implications of each of the more 
than 30 expenditure items that 
Agriculture Minister Ariel Sharon 
(as chairman of the ad hoc com- 
mittee on the cuts) and the 
Treasury have deemed expendable. 
Because of the complexity of the 
subject and the vast amount of data 
the army intends to bombard the 
ministers with, it is believed the 
government will not reach a con- 
crete decision today, but will defer 
it again. 

The gap between what the army 
is offering to slice and what the 
Treasury is demanding is IS800m. 
The Treasury wants a cut In real 
terms of ISl.2b. The military has 
agreed to postpone building the Tel 
Malhata airfield until a solution Is 
found to the Beduln problem there, 
together with a number of other 
projects; but it is not prepared to go 
beyond that 

Defence Ministry and military of- 
ficers said yesterday that all the 
bther cuts proposed by Sharon 
would harm Israel’s defence 
capability to a point where they 
doubt whether they would be 
prepared to continue accepting 
responsibility for it. Chief of Staff 
Eitan has let it be known to his 
colleagues that he would not agree 
under any circumstances to imple- 
ment the Sharon proposals. 

The general feeling in the defence 
establishment — according to 
senior officers- — is that the army 1 
and the country's security are be- 
ing sacrificed on "the altar of the 
personal political ambitions of 
Sharon." They claim that the 
proposals put forward at Sunday's 
marathon meetings on the defence 
budget were “cooked up" in ad- 
vance with the Treasury and were 
not capable of implementation. 

They call for a massive cut in the 
size of the permanent forces; a cut 
in training days; they would reduce 
to a minimum the production rate 


of Kflr fighters; they would all but 
kill the Initial stages of the Lavle 
warplane project: they would ex- 
tend by several years the redeploy- 
ment of the army from Sinai to the 
Negev (already extended from 
three years to seven); they would 
cut down on the number of reserve 
days and the amount of “pocket 
money" paid to reservists . Most 
serious of all, in the opinion of the 
defence officials, is what they term- 
ed a “shortsighted" cut in the 
research and developments 
programmes which ensure Israel's 
qualitative edge. 

Sharon on Sunday presented the 
IDF with a list of over 20 items to he 
slashed, ranging from IS3m. to 

IS 200 m. of each. 

In their attempt to prevent ’any 
more cuts to this year's ISl2.48b. 
budget. IDF officers note that the 
defence allocation this year con- 
stitutes 27 per cent of the state 
budget, as opposed to 44 per cent 
spent on defence in 1975. 

They also say that besides taking 
two cuts in allocation already this 
year, the Defence Ministry agreed 
to incorporate IS 1.3b. originally 
separately allocated for the Negev 
redeployment programme, into its 
own allocation. This expense, they 
contend, adds nothing to Israel's 
defence capability. And they claim 
that Israel is contractually bound to 
acceptance of delivery of weapons 
systems ordered from the U.S. 
Postponements of acceptance 
mean incurring the added cost of 
heavy fines and penalties. 

They added that as new and more 
sophisticated equipment arrived, 
so more training hours are 
necessary to attain minimal perfor- 
mance levels. Even this is now en- 
dangered by the Sharon proposals, 
.they say. In addition, they claim, 
training costs have skyrocketed 
because of the increased sophistica- 
tion of weapons. An F-15 costs three 
times as much as a Skyhawk for 
each flight hour, they point out. The 
Air Force Ihic year has needed to 
appropriate an extra - anount to 
cover the same amount of flying 
hours allocated pilots In the past. 

These and other, similar facts 
will be the defence establishment's 
ammunition at the cabinet this 
afternoon. The general feeling in 
the upper echelons of the IDF and 
the Defence Ministry is that a 
compromise will be reached after 
Premier and Defence Minister 
Menahem Begin is made aware of

Fatal clash in S. Africa 


JOHANNESBURG (UFI) . — Police 
opened fire on Coloured (mixed 
race) demonstrators in several 
townships near Cape Town yester- 
day, killing at least four people, in- 
cluding a young woman and a high 
school student, and wounding 
several others, the "Cape Times" 
newspaper said. 

Police have confirmed that "a 
number of people have been killed 
and a number hurt” during clashes 
between police riot squads and 
students who were marking the 
fourth anniversary of the Soweto 
riots. 

"We have no other details for 
you,” a senior police spokesman 
said. 

There were reports of police 
shootings In at least five Coloured 
townships In the area, the “Cape 
Times" said. 

Police opened fire Into crowds of 
Coloured demonstrators who defied 
a government ban on gatherings of 
more than 10 people. 

Traffic police closed off access 


roads into four Coloured areas in 
Cape Town and allowed only 
residents to enter them earlier in 
the day. South African radio 
reported- 

Riot police used teargas on many 
occasions to disperse groups of 
.youths who were blocking roads, 
stoning vehicles and damaging 
business properties, the report 
said. 

Several cars reportedly were set 
alight and all traffic lights In the 
area were out of order. 

The disturbances followed police 
shootings of 35 Coloured and black 
people on Monday on the fourth an- 
niversary of the nationwide up- 
heavals that began in the sprawling 
black township of Soweto outside 
Johannesburg. 

In the Coloured township of 
Noordgeslg outside Soweto, youths 
set ablaze the only grocery store 
and butcher shop and reportedly 
barricaded all roads leading into 
the area with scrap cars and huge 
stones. 


Beirut bomb destroys nightclub — 20 hurt 


BEIRUT (Reuter). — A powerful 
car bomb exploded in a fashionable 
West Beirut district last night, and 
first reports said about 20 persons 
were wounded in the blast which 
wrecked a nightclub.

rounding buildings, sending glass 
flying in a 6 00 -metre radius. 

Police sources said about 20 per- 
sons were injured in the blast, near 
high-rise flats close to the Beirut 
seafront. Firemen rushed to the 
scene as a blaze started by the ex- 
plosion left the ground floor of the 
nightclub a blackened shell. 


Girl jailed for false draft statement 


TEL AVIV (Itim). — Gila Daniel 
was sentenced in the district court 
here yesterday to six months In jail 
and a year suspended for making a 
false declaration of religious obser- 
vance to evade army service. 

She was the first woman sentenc- 
ed to jail for falsely evading army 
service since the law was amended 
to make It easier for observant 
women not to serve in the IDF. 

In sentencing Daniel, Judge 
Halm Dvorin said the amendment 


to the law which enabled young 
women to get out of army service 
on the basis of such a declaration 
constitutes a temptation to dodge 
the draft. The judge also rejected 
recommendations of a probation 
report which said the young woman 
was completely dependent on her 
father, who opposed her serving in 
the IDF.

Begin defends attack 
on EC Mideast stand

Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
yesterday rejected criticism of the 
sharp cabinet statement on the 
European Community’s Venice 
Middle East resolution and defend- 
ed his comparison between Venice 
in 1980 and Munich in 1938. 

Begin, who expressed satisfac- 
tion with international press sup- 
port of the cabinet statement, said 
the European stand must be placed 
within its oil and petrodollar con- 
text. 

Begin was appearing at a 
meeting of the Knesset Foreign Af- 
fairs and Defence Committee. 

France’s stand on the Middle 
East was especially grave, he said, 
in view of Its policy of buying cheap 
energy and selling costly weaponry 
— especially nuclear know-how to 
countries like Iraq. 

He said there was an inconsisten- 
cy in the British argument that its 
call to the PLO to he involved in 
Middle East negotiations did not 
contradict its refusal to recognize 
the PLO. (See story — page 8) 

British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher had given him the impres- 
sion in a recent letter that She un- 
derstood Israel’s Inability to live 
with certain elements of the Venice 
resolutions Begin said. 

When Europe urged self- 
determination. for the Pales tinian 
Arabs, Begin said, it never stopped 
to think what would happen if the 
dozens of ethnic groups — like the 
Scots, the Welsh, the Basques, the 
Bretons and the Corsicans — were 
also granted their demand for self- 
determination. 

Begin sharply criticized the state- 
ment of Jerusalem Mayor Teddy 
Kollek made to an American inter- 
viewer, about the philosophical 
responsibility of the prime minister 
for the car-bomb attacks on West 
Bank mayors. 

When Jews were slaughtered in 
Arab terror attacks, not a single 
Arab anywhere expressed regret. 
Begin said. But he had condemned 
the bomb attacks on the Arab 
mayors the same morning, only to 


hear Kollek giving ammunition to 
Israel's enemies. 

He also criticized Alignment 
leaders who “harm Israel's 
political struggle with their 
negative statements.” 

Zerah Warhaftig (NRP) said 
there was no sense in Israeli 
spokesmen discarding conventional 
diplomatic style in their comments 
on the policy of the Europeans. 
There was no sense in Israel strain- 
ing its relations any farther with 
countries with which it would have 
to continue co-existing. 

Menahem, Savidor (Likud- 
Liberals) said that Israeli 
spokesmen should stop returning 
time and time again to the 
Holocaust theme in their dialogue 
with foreign statesmen. He said 
that Begin Impaired the image of 
present-day Israel by Insisting that 
Jews were in constant danger of be- 
ing victimized. 

"Don’t depict us as nebich types, 
the way the world so long imagined 
us." Savidor told Begin. "Project a 
positive Image of purpose and keep 
our options open. Talking of 10 new 
settlements, when you have to cut 
the defence budget, gives the world 
an impression of ostentatious in- . 
transigence." 

When Yitzhak Rabin (Alignment- 
Labour) aired the Labour theme of 
territorial compromise for the West 
-Bank, Begin interrupted him to ’say 
that the Camp David agreement en- 
titled the IDF to stay in Judea and 
Samaria, but mug Hussein would 
never sign a peace or an interim 
agreement, with the IDF stationed 
along the Jordan River. 

Zalman Shdval (Likud-Rafi) 
blamed the Alignment for preten- 
ding to adhere to the All cm plan, 
while its spokesmen were ready to 
hand 80 per cent of the West Bank 
back to Jordan.

BNEI BRAK (Itim), — A 290-gram 
explosive charge hidden in a desk 
at a shoe factory here was dis- 
covered yesterday morning and 
dismantled.

Fifteen young men from slum 1 
neighbourhoods came to Ohel 
Moreh last night armed with M-16 
rifles. They said they wanted to 
help if the settlement was 
evacuated by force, a spokesman 
for the settlers said.

Technion president complains 

Not enough science students to meet the need

HAIFA. — The Technion is training relatively 
- fewer engineers and technologists today than ft 
did 10 years ago, Technion president -Amos 
Horev says. Hie school's leaders warned that, 
| in relation to the country's needs 'for. economic 
growth, defensive strength and scientific ad- 
vance, not enough manpower is being trained 
and not enough money is being spent. 

“The very survival of the country- is at stake. 
Everyone talks about technological education 
as a critical factor. But action does not match 
the words," Horev said. 

Horev and the Technion 's vice-presidents for 
academic affairs, development, research and 
finance presented their report for 2979 on Sun- 
day, and cast an anxious look forward at the 
next academic year. 

The government’s budgetary allocation was 
baaed on price Increases of only 80 per cent 
over the year, the men said. But even If the 
Technion carefully sticks to its approved 
budget, inflation over the next four months will 


tear a nearly IS20m. wide hole Into Its ac- 
counts. mainly due to' Increases, they said. 

Tuition fees, which once covered 8 per cent of 
the budget, will provide only 5.5 per cent of this 
year's 13178m. budget, they said. Government 
funding will cover only 86 per cent. And despite 
cuts in expenditures, Horev said, “we fear we 
shall have a gap of ISiOzn. In the next year and 
we do not know what to do about It. We see 
matters as critical." 

In 1970, 1,400 of the approximately 2,500 
applicants for engineering courses were ad- 
mitted. Last year the number of applicants was 
still the same, although the population has 
grown and the need for engineers Is even 
greater now than it was then, said Prof. Paul 
Singer, vice-president for development. The 
number admitted was 1,450, he added. 

“At the same time the total number of young 
people seeking an academic education has 
risen from 16,000 to 25.000. the number of high 
school students matriculating in physics has 
dropped," he said. "There is already a shor- 


tage of physics teachers. In mathematics and 
the sciences the number of applications to the 
Technion has grown in one decade try merely 
200, to 2,400 this year." "We are now offering 
inducements to high school studentB, and we 
shall try to attract new segments of the popula- 
tion. including girls, to careers in technology 
and science," Singer said. 

The Technion Is the chief source of essential 
technical manpower to the defence establish- 
ment and for computer operations, making it 
unique among the country's institutions of 
higher learning, Horev said. Yet it was not 
given a preferred status in the scramble for the 
government funds available for advanced 
education, he noted with regret. 

“I have tried to find a link between official 
pronouncements on technological growth as 
the basis of Israel’s future and policy to match 
them, but in vain." Horev said. 

He also complained that "high school pupils 
now come to us whose knowledge is inferior to 
what they brought in the past."

Israel vs. Sweden

STOCKHOLM (API. — Jack 
Mansell. Israel's national coach, 
expressed confidence yesterday 
that his team would do well in its 
World Soccer Cup qualification 
match against Sweden here today.

Party feud 
hits Afghan 
ruling body 

ISLAMABAD (Reuter). — Feuding 
between rival factions of 
Afghanistan's ruling party was in- 
tensified and more than TO officials 
were killed in Kabul during the past 
week, according to Western 
diplomatics in the Afghan capital. 

Reports reaching here yesterday 
from the diplomats said members 
of the Khaiq (Masses) and Parchan 
(Flag) factions of the People's 
Democratic Party had been killed 
in gunbattles and by murder 
squads. 

Most of the fighting was between 
the scmi*llterate youths and former 
students who form the backbone of 
the party's security network. 

• Many of them lost their jobs when 
the Parchan leader. President 
Babrak Karmal, came to power 
;wtth Soviet military help last 
■December and ousted the Khaiq 
.'leader, the former president 
' Hafizullah Amin. 


: Turkish soldiers 
kiD Belgian tourist 

ANKARA (Reuter). — A Belgian 
tourist was killed by Turkish 
military guards when a rubber boat 
carrying him and another Belgian 
drifted into a military zone of the i 
Urla coast near western Izmir on 
Monday, the semi-official 
Anatolian News Agency reported. 

The agency quoted the Urla 
public prosecutor as saying the 
dinghy, carrying the two Belgian 
tourists, was pushed by waves into 
a forbidden military zone. The two 
men, neither of whom spoke 
Turkish, were apparently unable to 
understand the warning shouts of 
the military guards on the shore. 

The guards then opened fire on 
the dinghy, bitting Oliver 
Shackoord who died as he was be- 
ing taken to hospital in Urla. 

The second Belgian, whose name 
was given as Jack Pourbalx, was 
taken into custody. 


Khaled and Schmidt meet 
for dialogue on Mideast 


BONN (IJPI). - King Khaled of 
Snuril Arabia met with West Ger- 
man Chancellor Helmut Schmidt 
yesterday in talks that signalled a 
deepening dialogue between 
Europeans and Arabs which 
Schmidt called “very important" to 
new European moves in the Middle 
East conflict. 

The Saudi monarch, making only 
his third state visit to West Europe 
since coming to power in 1975. met 
Schmidt and two influential Bonn 
ministers in the seclusion of Schloss 
Gymnich. a government-owned 
castle an hour's drive from the 
West German capital. 

Officials said the meeting was ex- 


pected to include discussion of the 
statement on the. Middle East 
issued by Schmidt and the eight 
other European Community 
leaders in Venice last week. 

In the West German parliament, 
conservative opposition leaders at- 
tacked the wisdom of European ap- 
proaches to the Arabs and recalled 
West Germany's duty to safeguard 
Israeli interests because of the 
‘ Nazis' persecution of the Jews. 

Helmut Kohl, parliamentary 
leader of the conservative apposi- 
tion. criticized the Venice move, 
saying Arab and Israeli rejection of 
the statement “showed at the very 
least that it was unwise." 


West German neo-Nazis 
barred from demonstration 


BONN (UPI). — Police banned a 
neo-Nazi demonstration at the East 
German border yesterday as 
thousands of leftists gathered to do 
battle against rightists marching to 
commemorate the day of German 
unity. 

Police in the border town of 
Phfllppsthal banned the demonstra- 
tion by some 100 members of the 
neo-Nazi National Party of Ger- 
many, fearing clashes with 
thousands of left-wingers, who had 
built makeshift barricades on town 
streets. 

The neo-Nazis angrily charged 
that the leftists had prevented am 
expected 1,000 members from 
attending their rally. 

June 17, the day of German unity, 
Is a public holiday in West Ger- 
many designed to commemorate 
those Germans who died in an East 
Berlin uprising against the Soviets 
in 1953. 

It has become a traditional rally- 
ing day for neo-Nazis wbo are 
dedicated to the reunification of the 
Germany ruled by Adolf Hitler, 
which stretched from the Soviet 
Union into eastern France. 


But much larger numbers of West 
Germans, particularly the young, 
march against any future rebirth of 
German fascism. 

In Frankfurt, 15,000 
demonstrators marched through 
the city centre with banners war- 
ning against the neo-Nazi gangs 
which attack the city's large pop- 
ulation of Immigrant workers, ac- 
cusing them of snatching jobs from 
Germans. 

The demonstration, organized 
jointly by churches, trade unions 
and Jewish groups, was one of a 
series of anti-fascist protests held 
In the city since the weekend to 
protest a “Germany day" that was 
originally planned by the National 
Party but was banned by Frankfurt 
Mayor Walter Wallmann.

Tribal people 
starving in 
Indian forest 

NEW DELHI ( Ret' ter). — Some 500 
tribal people have been found star- 
ving and thousand* are threatened 
with the same fate after fleeing to 
jungle hideouts, following last 
week's massacre in India's Tripura 
state, the "Times of India" 
reported yesterday. . 

The paper quoted Tripura's chief 
minister as saying the 000 dis- 
covered starving were located in 

one forest area. They escaped to the 
forests during fighting between 
tribesmen and Lmralgrantif from 
neighbouring Bangladesh In which 
400 people were officially said to 
have died. Indian journalists repor- 
ting from the northeast state say 
the real toll is nearly 1,000. 

The Bangladesh newspaper 
“Dainlk Bangla" said yesterday »at 
least 150 beheaded bodies had 
> floated down the Gumtl River into 
the country’s eastern Comma dis- 
trict since June 10. 

Chief Minister Nrlpen 
Chakraborty told reporters in the 
state capital of Agartala that he 
had appealed to the central govern- 
ment to drop 1,000 tons of rice to the 
tribesmen from planes. 


Gunman slain 
in MD’s office 

GRAZ. Austria (UPI), — A 
Yugoslav gunman who held 23 peo- 
ple at gunpoint for over- 20 hours 
was shot to death yesterday when 
police stormed the doctor's waiting 
room where he was holding the , 
hostages. 

The gunman, 35-year-old Josef 
Kis Lukac, took over the waiting 
room of skin specialist Dr. 
Ladislaus Sedlak at ndd-day on 
Monday and held 14 men. six 
women and three children there un- 
til 8.10 yesterday morning. 

One of the hostages, 21-year-old 
Harold Tramposcb, tried to over- 
power Lukac; but the Yugoslav im- 
mediately fired his shotgun, 
narrowly minaing the Austrian. 

Within seconds, members of the 
anti-terrorist commando, Kobra, 
stormed the office, firing a 
shower of bullets at the Yugoslav 
and killing him. 

The Yugoslav, an immigrant 
worker in this south Austria town, 
was fired from his factory job last 
week, police said. Authorities said 
they believed this, and the expiry of 
his residence permit, was the 
reason for his action.

Kampucheans return home 
to seek relatives, and decide 


KHAO DANG, Thailand (Reuter). 
— About 500 Kampuchean refugees 
left a big camp in eastern Thailand 
yesterday at the start of a volun- 
tary repatriation operation. 

The programme, run by the UN 
and the Thai army, has been 
denounced by the Vietnamese- 
backed government ‘in Phnom 
Penh. 

Many of the refugees told 
reporters they were worried about 
returning to the border, but that 
they were eager to trace missing 
relatives. 

Families were separated earlier 
f this year during factional fighting 
' between Khmer Seri (Free Khmer) 
guerrillas in a series of sprawling 
shanty towns along the border, 12 
km. away. 

Given a choice of four border 
crossing points, all but about 70 of. 


the refugees headed for a distribu- 
tion centre on the border near the 
Thai village of Nong Chan. 

The centre is visited by thousands 
of Kampucheans who arrive daily 
to seek food and rice seeds to take 
back home. 

The refugees said that once they 
had found their relatives, they 
would decide whether It was safe to 
return to Kampuchea. 

They said they were worried 
about food supplies in their country 
and about fighting between Khmer 
Rouge guerrillas of the ousted Pol 
Pot regime and Vietnamese-led 
forces of the Phnom Penh govern- 
ment. 

But all appeared willing to go 
home after signing a form in front 
of UN and Thai army officials, 
stating that they were returning of 
their own free will. 


E. Europe economic talks 


PRAGUE (UPI). — East European 
government leaders opened , a 
three-day economic conference 
yesterday aimed at achieving 
better Integration among com- 
munist countries and emp hasizin g 
the role of atomic power in m ai n - 
taining - future fuel supplies- 
The 10-natlon Communist Council 
of Mutual Economic Assistance 
(Comecon) met at the For eign 
Ministry here to discuss long-term! 
integration programmes for the 
next 10 years and to coordinate the 
member countries' five-year plans 
starling January 1, 1981. 

'The meeting was attended by 
Soviet Premier Alexei Kosygin and 


government leaders from Bulgaria, 
Cuba. Czechoslovakia, East Ger- 
many, Hungary. Mongolia, Poland, 
Rumania and North Vietnam. 

Czechoslovak Premier Lubomir 
Strougal. welcoming the delegates, 
said the meeting was destined to 
bring about a maximum development 
of Eastern Europe's energy 
resources to make ‘Comecon 
members independent from 
Western imports. 

At the conference. Soviet. 
Premier Alexei Kosygin said that 
Communist countries will never 
yield to economic pressure exerted 
by the United States. 


Thais condemn piracy on boat people 


BANGKOK (AP). — Thailand 
issued a six-point statement yester- 
day, vowing to suppress pirate at- 
tacks against the Vietnamese boat 
people and naming Hanoi as the 
root cause of the problem. 

The statement said that while 
there were cases of pirate attacks 
on the boat people In the Gulf of 
Thailand, several incidents bad oc- 
curred on the high seas. It added 
that Thailand should not be the sole 
country held responsible. 

A number of Vietnamese 
refugees have told UN officials that 


they were robbed and raped by 
Thai pirates, but the Thais have not 
admitted that the pirates were 
Thais. 

The Thai statement also said that 
the vastness of the high seas area In 
question and the lack of enforce- 
ment equipment contributed to the 
obstacles In suppressing the 
pirates. - 

It also said the problem of pirate 
attacks on the refugees would not 
have arisen if Vietnam kept Its 
promise at a refugee conference 
last year to stop the refugee flood. 


Australian grain flows to Soviets 


CANBERRA (Reuter). — 
Australia, which had pledged not to 
make up Soviet grain shortfalls 
caused try cancelled U.8. sales, this 
year increased the volume of wheat 
exports to Moscow 11 times, accor- 
ding to official figures released 
yesterday. 

The Soviet Union bought 1*700,000 
tons of wheat from Australia in the 
sine months ending March 1980, 
compared to 157,000 tons In the 


same period last year. The value of 
the deals jumped 17 times to $290m. 

In March alone, Australia sold 
308,000 tons of wheat to the Soviet 
Union. 

Prime Minister Malcolm Fraser, 
In retaliatory steps over the Soviet 
Intervention in Afghanistan, pledg- 
ed last January not to make up the 
shortfall in Soviet orders caused by 
Washington's cancellation of grain 
contracts for 17 million tons.

Intransigent. And when mother 
wants to go out for the evening, then 
there are giant-sized scenes. Nor is 
her behaviour any more comfor- 
table when her father comes to 
collect her for bis Saturday visit. 

Jeannie is described by her 
mother as having, overnight, turn- 
ed from a "sweet, obedient child 
into an unmanageable monster.” 

MOTHER WAS prepared for the 
special problems associated with 
the parents’ separation. She and 
her husband — before the final split 

— consulted a guidance counsellor 
and talked of the feelings of guilt 
and abandonment that children 
may suffer when a parent leaves 
the home. Both parents invested a 
lot of love and a lot of time In deal- 
ing with Jeannie’s adjustment, and 
the mother was justifiably pleased 
with their efforts. 

Sure, there were tears, and there 
was that terrible loneliness 
(especially at bed-time since Jean- 
nie had been accustomed to her 
father doing the b&th-and-bed 
routine) but they managed, and 
Jeannie coped. In fact, the mother 
reported that Jeannie (after the in- 
itial blues) matured considerably 

— becoming more cooperative and 
responsible. She enjoyed learning 
to do chores around the house when 
asked, and took great pride in hav- 
ing such nice things to report to her 
father when he came to get her on 
Saturday. 

When they moved into the grand? 
parents' home around Pessah. it 
was to welcoming arms. There

were holiday excursions and 
aettling-in activities- Mother took 
on a new Job at much better pay 
(longer hours, tool. Mother was 
recuperating from her own divorce 
ordeal — finding a meal prepared 
when she came home from work, 
having a baby-sitter on call, being 
able to afford a new blouse or a per- 
manent wave are all great therapy 
for a bruised ego. So why now, the 
mother asks, when they have the 
best possible living arrangements, 
should the child's behaviour change 
so drastically? Why should the 
child react so negatively just now 
when things are working out so 
comfortably? 

COMFORTABLE ? Comfortable for 
whom? And what does physical 
comfort have to do with inner 
fears? JeannJe has changed her 
family style from a two-parent 
family, to a one-parent family, to a 
three-parent family within the 
space of half a year. 

She no sooner adjusted to having 
a once-a-week fattier, when the 
grandparents she loved began ac- 
ting like parents. Does this mean 
that If she now has these two sur- 
rogate parents , her mother will also 
become part-time? 

Jeannie's behaviour — which Is 
so disturbing to her mother — 
seems to me to be eminently 
suitable for a six-year-old in these 
circumstances. The message which 


she is conveying to her parents and 
grandparents Is unmistakeable. In 
one syllable words she la saying, "I 
bad to settle for a part-time fattier, 
and now I’m afraJd that my mother 
is also finding it convenient to let 
others care for me, and she might 
also decide to go on part-time if I 
don’t put up a fight." 

And she is fighting with the only 
weapons a six-year-old has — tears, 
tempers, disobedience. Bravo, 
Jeannie, Bravo!! 

Jeannie's awful behaviour should 
be an immediate lesson to her 
mother and grandparents. The 
adults Bee their arrangement ae be- 
ing an effective solution to the dual 
problems of economics and child- 
care. and the grandparents want to 
give their daughter all the support 
they can — In both areas. 

The bind is that the more they do 
for Jeannie, the more anxious she 
becomes, and therefore, naughtier. 
When grandma packs the school 
lunch to save her daughter a few 
precious minutes In the morning 
rush, it's easier to rant over the 
desirability of peanut butter versus 
chocolate spread than, it is to ex- 
plain that one resents mother’s lack 
. of attention. 

When the grandparents and the 
mother counter by trying to get 
tough and inject some discipline 
into this situation, the positions 
harden. Then the grandparents see 
the child .as not loving them, the

MOZART'S OVERTURE showed 
the orchestra In great shape. 
Instruments blended bea utif u ll y, 
sections were perfectly balanced, 
runs, rhythmical patterns, chords 
— - all seemed meticulously polish- 
ed. 

However, these precious assets 
served no consequential purpose 
whatever. If ever Barahai reached 
a peak in mechanization of perfor- 
mance. it was in this overture. He 
simply proceeded as if he was total- 
ly unmoved by the music. It was a 
most strange experience. 

The symphony was slightly less 
rigid. In the Menuetto and Presto, 
one could even enjoy what Barahai 
displayed: an orchestral brilliance 
which outshone everything else. 

Barshai manipulated the 
orchestra in a most astonishing 
way. The smallest of his motions 
were automatically translated in 
the most technical of orchestral 
gestures. He reached a frightening 
degree of control and capability fo 
subjugate the players. By doing this 
he suppressed their individual 


musicality and their feelings, tur- 
ning the musicians into robots. 

Shostakovich's cello concerto 
was undoubtedly one of the weakest 
works of the master. Nothing hut 
cliches. Rhythms and melodic 
patterns are endlessly repeated. 
With the exception of the slow 
movement, listening to this work in- 
volves boredom and monotony. 

Emanuel Gruber, nevertheless, 
did his best. He attacked the music 
with .virility, determination and 
great strength. But he merely 
emphasized, strengthened and 
reaffirmed Shostakovich's shallow 
statements. With the exception of 
the slow movement. Gruber’s per- 
sonality remained unemployed. 

Finally, there was one Item for 
which Barshai must be unqualified- 
ly praised: the Ricercar from 
Bach’s "Musical Offering." 

Starting with an English horn, -he 
masterfully put together the whole 
polyphonic texture, climaxing in a 
gorgeous finale.

A SINGLE programme can never 
undertake a comprehensive survey 
of such a widely different field of 
creation as American music In 70 
years — the last decade wAs not 
represented at all. And, for obvious 
reasons, only a small fraction could 
be included, dictated probably by 
the artistic forces available and the 
personal choice of David Bloch. 

Moreover, it is difficult, if not im- 
possible. for outsiders to decide if 
the examples offered were typical 
or exceptions to the general pic- 
ture. So each one can only be judg- 
ed on its merit — and merit la very 
ambivalent an. expression when 
i Jistenuigzto the various pieces. _ ; 

Ives* Sonata is interesting mainly 
for its early appBairance of multi 1 
layer statements. The Crawford 
recitals of political protest give the 
singer a fine vehicle for showing 
her excellent vocal and dramatic 
artistry; musically, the harvest is 
poor, with the piano thumping out 
insignificant background in 
monotonous regularity. 

Feldman's piece had the virtue of 
softest dynamics, offset by the 
following Shapley using the op- 
posite. but both have very little to 
say that was of intrinsic value. 

John Cage's Aria, written for 
Cathy Herbert an, provides wide 
scope for the solo singer's ex- 
pressive ability. If one can erase 
the memory of Cathy's perfor- 
mances, with all the extrovert, 
irridescent and impulsive trim- 
mings of her performance, Emilie 
Berendsen's approach was a 
restrained, controlled and, I might 
even say, cultured, reading, yet no 
less impressive. 

The example of musique con- 
crete, electronically mixed and 
elaborated, can perhaps be amus- 
ing and elicit admiration for the 
"composer's" patience in twiddling 
various knobs on the synthesizer, 
but it isn't music. 

To prove that for seekers of 
knowledge, patience is rewarded — 
after a dry and barren diet — we 
were served a few crumbs of con- 
vincing invention in George 
Crumb's ’’Night of the Four

A feast of summer cakes 


FROM MI JERUSALEM KITCHEN /Sybil Zimm erman 


Here are some cakes you can make 
by taking advantage of the plentiful 
supply or summer fruits. 

FRUIT-FILLED LATER CAKE 
% cup butter or margarine 

1 cup sugar 

* eggs 

2 cups flour 

S L baking powder 
f. salt

child sees herself as being rejected 
by her mother, and the mother ends 
up in the middle. 

IRONICALLY, even if they work 
out a perfect modus operandi to suit 
everyone’s needs, the chances are 
that .this arrangement will prove to 
be temporary. Jeannie's mother 
may tire of her parents’ 
ministrations and her dependency 
on them. Or she may find a boy- 
friend or take a job in a different ci- 
ty. And whatever changes she 


makes in her own lifestyle will 
automatically change her 
daughter's as well. 

One of the most poignant facts 
brought out by an American 
Conference on Children is that huge 
numbers of children will change 
their family constellation (the 
physical grouping in which they 
Uve) at least once before reaching 
puberty, and many of these three 
and four times or more. If there is 
any lesson here for the parents, it Is 
that the custodial parent has to 
assume all of the responsibility for 
whatever consistency and continui- 
ty this child will have during his 
school years. 


In Israel, where we are compen- 
sated for a shortage of affordable 
apartments by an abundance of 
Jewish mothers, the circumstances 
of a Jeannie and her divorced 
mother living with the grand- 
parents is not at all unusual. In such 
a family constellation, it is super- 
important that all of the adults con- 
form to both the responsibilities 
and the limitations of their respec- 
tive roles nis-a-iris the child.

— Direct incentives to 
export-oriented industries should 
be re-introduced as soon as possible 
to step up exports and prevent any 
increase in unemployment. Gad 
Ya'acobi, chairman of the Knesset 
Finance Committee, told The 
Jerusalem Post. Moreover, he 
wants the rate of devaluation of the 
shekel stepped up so that the "gap" 
between what an exporter earns in 
dollars (or any other foreign 
currency) and the costs he bears In 
Israeli currency, which are linked 
to the index, will disappear. 

"If our export industries are 
flourishing," he said, "there will be 
a stream of investment into them. 
This in turn will attract foreign in- 
vestors. many of whom have either 
been liquidating, or have thought of 
liquidating their investments 
here." 

Ya'acobi, who was outlining the 
Alignment’s economic - policy 
’-’when it resumes power after the 
next elections," called for as short 
as passible an election campaign. 
"Any election campaign leads to 
the flooding of the country with 
money by parties anxious to gain 
votes by cheating a favourable at- 
mosphere, and this outpouring of 
funds will fan the inflationary 
spiral." 

As for inflation, he believes it 
should be fought to a standstill, or 
at least a near-standstill , by “harsh 
credit restrictions," as well as 
drawing up and Implementing a 
national budget with tbe lowest 
possible deficit. 

“Talcing these steps will also help 
to slow down inflation, since infla- 
tion is self-feeding. Thus It will be 
self-reducing when people begin to 
believe it will drop.” 

Nevertheless, under the best of 
circumstances, it will take several 
years until the rate of inflation is 


brought down to a bearable rate of 
about 30 per cent 

Foreign investors, he thinks, will 
begin to return in their former 
strength when inflation Is on the 
downward path. This will apply es- 
pecially in three main fields: 
tourism and hotels, making TV and 
other movies, and In electronics, es- 
pecially those connected with the 
security establishment. 

AH these investments should help 
to reduce the adverse balance of 
payments, which he thinks will 
reach SSb. in 1981. The foreign debt 
In 1981 will be some $20b„ "and we 
are already paying off old debts and 
interest on present and new ones at 
the rate of $3b. a year. 

"Three billion dollars a year Is all 
we earn from the added value of our 
exports. It Is also about the same 
figure as all the foreign aid we 
receive from ail sources." 

Ya'acobi says the Alignment, 
when it resumes power, will also 
take steps to restrict much of the 
foreign currency liberalization In- 
troduced by the Likud regime. 
"These restrictions will- take two 
forms: at the personal level, which 
means that individuals will no 
longer be able to buy and- sell 
foreign currency at will; at the 
business level steps will be taken to 
stop the "dollarization" of the 
Israeli economy by making the 
dollar preferable to the Israeli 
pound in granting loans and making 
repayments. 

He wants to continue the recently 
Introduced law on capital declara- 
tion. but he will reduce its scope 
significantly. "It sbould not be 
applied to 60 per cent of all those 
who earn money, but only to about 
20 per cent." 

However, those required to fill in 
the capital' declaration form will be 
kept under cartful scrutiny, so that 
those evading taxes, or who have 


accumulated large sums of bj 
capital, can -be spotted, and. 
proprlatc steps taken. "It tt 
three times u many official* 
check these declarations under 
‘ present set-up. This na&npo 
should be concentrated on the ® 
important cases, and their eff 
not scattered so widely as 
become virtually ineffective." 

Every step will be taken to m 
tain full employment, “but 
employment does not mean o 
employment, or hidden unerap 
ment. The Alignment will ate$ 
efforts to reduce hidden unemp 
ment to the minimum, thus fret 
manpower for export-oriented 
dustries.” 

Ya'acobi does not think the Al 
ment will introduce petrol rtf 
ing, “but rationing will be 
the purse. The price of petrol 
pegged to world market prfo 
this will help to reduce e 
tion." On the other hand, 
be an intensified search to 
within Israel's own borders. 

The Likud's plan to Jettison 
.subsidies gradually, or to ret 
them to the limit, will be rever 
However, they probably will nc 
reinstated at the former Aligns 
regime level. “But we need 
sidles not only to lower the prlc 
basic foodstuffs and transportal 
but also to allow us to plan ou 
better. By granting a product 
subsidy we can closely control 
size of crops." 

There will be no effort to cbe 
the present system of Index-lir 
bonds. "These are a direct 
courage ment to saving in an 
flatfonary economy, and any s 
taken to make them less attrac 
will have a had boomerang efl 
The average saver, who is plan 
to finance a flat for his childre 
their university education, sb 
be encouraged to do so by 
means."

Despite loss of some charter flights 
Eilat’s problem is hotel shortage

If the Eilat hotel industry has any 
problems concerning the. winter 
season, it is how to find room for all 
the organizers demanding rooms; 
Axnnon Altman, head of the tourism 
administration said yesterday. ■ 
Altman was reacting to press 
reports that the Scandinavian 
charter giant Tj&ereborg was en- 
ding its Eilat operations. He ex- 
plained that the company, which 
had suffered an overall drop in 
sales this year, was making the 
move as part of a general shakeup. 

On the other hand, he pointed out, 
one of the Tjaereborg subsidiaries 
is due to double Its flights to Eilat. 
Tn fact, he said, 19 charter flights 
weekly ara expected next winter, 
compared to - 11 flights a week this 
year. 


The charters are expected to 
bring 60,000 tourists, a sharp rise over 
this year’s total of about 36,000. 

The flights will come from Ger- 
many. France, the UK, Scan- 
dinavia, Austria and Holland. A 
Swiss company is negotiating to 
bring in a twentieth charter flight, but 
only If It 1s assured of accommoda- 
tion. This is . the first time that 
direct charter flights will be com- 
ing from France and Norway. 

In another tourism development. 
Prof. George Daskalakis, president 
of the Greek tourism authority, is 
due today to sign ah agreement oh 
tourism cooperation with Yoram 
Ziv, director general of the In- 
dustry, Trade and Tourism 
Ministry. The agree ment is ex- 
pected to map out joint promotion 
projects.

The 
department’s sombre conclusions 
are partly based on a survey under- 
taken by the Manufacturers 
Association, which shows that B& 
per cent of their members report 
reduced demand for their products 
in May, and only 11 per cent in- 
dicate that they received more 
orders. 

Treasury economists say the sur- 
vey shows that the government 
deficit will remain at its present 
size or even grow, whatever budget 
cuts Finance Minister Ylgael Hur- 
vitz succeeds in imposing.

Regulating tiie cement monopoly 


Jerusalem Peat Reporter 
The Nesher Cement Works, 
which has a monopoly on the 
production and marketing of ce- 
ment, will from now on have to 
supply cement to all customers 
within seven days after receiving 
payment, the Ministry of Industry 
and Trade decided. 


In case of longer delays, Nesher 
win be have to pay interest on the 
money held. The Commissioner of 
Restrictive Trade Practices, 


Ze’ev Gabnor, has applied to the 
Restrictive Trade Practices Coun- 
cil to lay down roles with respect to 
the payment and supply of cement. 

Nesher has already accepted the 
rules now laid down. There has 
recently been a black market in ce- 
ment. Big customers have usually 
obtained the cement they needed on 
time, and In the quantities re- 
quired, but smaller distributors 
have encountered difficulties and 
have often had to pay black market 
prices to Intermediaries. 


More unemployment in Dan area 


By BENNY MORRIS 
There has been a general worsen- 
ing of the employment situation in 
the Dan area, 8,809 people seeking 
jobs and only 1,587 jobs offered In 
the last four weeks. Citing these 
figures, Dan area labour exchange 
director Gad Y&nkovlch noted that 
in May the respective figures were 
2.555 and 2,287. 

On the national Beale, there are 
23.000 jobseekers now, as compared 
with 22,100 in mid-May. On the 
other hand, job offers rose from 20,- 
540 in mid-May to 12,500 this week. 


Releasing these figures Labour 
Minister Israel Katz noted yester- 
day that they "indicate a trend 
towards stability in the labour 
market.” 

The number of unemployed rose 
from-6,897 in mid-May to 7,300 now. 

Katz noted that the number of dis- 
missals has substantially decreas- 
ed, from a high of 1,400 a month 
during the November-February 
period, to 700 a month in March and 
April. Some 330 workers were dis- 
missed in May and a similar 
number in the first half of June. 


Ami gar opens ten 
community clubs 

Welfare activities In residential 
areas by Amigur, the property- 
management subsidiary of the 
Jewish Agency, are considerably 
increased this year. In recent 
months, ten community clubs have 
been opened — two In Naharlya, 
three in Kfa-yat Bialik, two In Kiryat 
Tam and one each In Kiryat Ata, 
Ashdod and Ashkelon. According to 
board chairman Ariel Weinstein, 
Amigur will by the end of the year 
open a further seven clubs in the 
development towns Migdal 
Ha'emek, Carmlel. Sderot and 
OfaMm. 

So far this year, Amigur has 
provided 1.000 notice boards for 
apartment house -committees.

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The baby with the bathwater 


TODAY'S cabinet meeting ia scheduled to decide by how much 
to cut the defence budget. From the tenor and style of the dis- 
cussion so far, it is not apparent that the government is fully 
aware of the ramifications its decision may have. 

The cuts demanded by the Treasury, and now recommended 
by tbe committee headed by the agriculture minis ter. Ariel 
Sharon, go far beyond the elimination of waste and postpone- 
ment of some defence projects that will determine our future 
defence capability. They mean a reduction in the size of our 
armed forces now and a diminution of our current defence 
capability. 

Israel's defence burden has become so heavy that the best- 
laid plans of any government might by now have led to agoniz- 
ing choices. However, the failure of the government's domestic 
policies has compounded these difficulties, and the Internal con- 
tradictions of these policies now reveal themselves as irrecon- 
cilable. 

In the month-old stormy discussion of the defence budget, all 
the vocal participants were strangely mute on the subject of the i 
West Bank settlements. These settlements will this year cost j 
nearly half as much as the I Si. fib. the Treasury insists on cut- 
ting from defence. 

The settlements have been presented to the nation as a vital 
component of our defensive deployment. Rav-Aluf Bitan 
himself, who is now doggedly defending the defence budget, af- 
firmed this claim in Ids affidavit to the Supreme Court in the 
case of Eilon Moreh. 

The government and the chief- of- staff must now ask 
themselves, and tell the nation, what contributes more to our 
defence — tanks and guns and the men to maintain and operate 
them, planes and the pilots to fly them, or “many more Eilon 
Morehs" and the soldiers to protect them. 

The size of our armed forces is not some arbitrary or random 
figure. It is a function of a defence doctrine which, in turn, is 
derived from an overall national strategy. A significant reduc- 
tion in the size of the armed forces can only be effected without 
danger to the country if its implications have first been fully 
analyzed, and the national strategy (and the defence doctrine) 
suitably modified. 

This has plainly not been done. It cannot be done by the Prime 
Minister, who is only beginning — and on a part-time basis at 
that — to familiarize himself with the Defence Ministry com- 
plexities. Nor can it be done in two or three days by an ex- 
general Agriculture Minister who has no support in his role of 
arbiter in the cabinet or in the defence establishment, where his 
motives are distrusted. 

Israel has traditionally based its defence strategy on the 
avoidance of war. Its armed forces have therefore been put at a 
size that will be a credible deterrent to our enemies. How much 
of a deterrent we present to our enemies depends upon how they 
perceive our strength. 

Within the context of an unchanged national strategy, a reduc- 
tion of the armed forces alone is liable to be perceived as a 
weakening of our defence posture , and this might present an in- 
vitation to war. Alternatively, with an unchanged foreign policy 
stance, it is liable to be seen as a strategy based on the option of 
a pre-emptive strike. That, again, carries the risk of destabiliz- 
ing the area. 

Alternative strategies based on a realistic version of that op- 
tion are conceivable. That could entail a substantially smaller 
army than the one we have now. Such a shift could not, however, 
be effected overnight. It would be a long-term change, and could 
contribute relatively little to the solution o£ the short-term 
economic problems that prompt Mir. Hurvitz to insist on the pre- 
sent cuts. 

The state of the economy is an important factor in deter- 
mining our defence capability. For that reason alone Mr. Hur- 
vitz is right to make bis demands, and to have them heard. 

Unfortunately, the policies of the government do not allow the 
margin of freedom necessary for any adequate solution of the 
problems underlined by Mr. Hurvitz.

In the aftermath of the Tom 
Kippur War, the largest body of 
yordim were tbe less educated who 
couldn’t find jobs or afford flats. 
Today, In addition to that type are 
many middle-class Israelis leaving 
comfortable fiats and good Jobs, 
IDF reserve officers and native- 
born Israelis — in addition to 
holde-a of foreign passports. 

It isn't an emigration of hardship- 
but an emigration of the state of 
mind. It is a yerida feathered with 
the proceeds of sales of flats and 
appliances whose monetary value 
is several times what they cost in 
America. 

It is a yerida at people who are 
sick and tired of high taxes, 
rudeness, over 100 per cent Infla- 
tion, alarming headlines, clowning 
politicians and reserve duty. 

They want to be lulled into nir- 
vana by the hum of a six-cylinder 
auto engine, the whirr of a food 
processor and tbe strains of 
expensive stereo.
